Turncoat Gl

ALDEN, Minn., Sept. 16 (UP) 


Turncoat GI Richard Tenneson 
22, says he would rather return to 
the United States and be executed 
than stay in Red China. 


He made his satement in a let- 


ter received here yesterday by his 
mother, Mrs. Portia Howe, who 
made a dramatic but futile flight to 
the Far East in 1953 in an effort 
to see her son face-to-face and 
persuade him to come home. 


Mrs. Howe received another let- 


ter from her son three days ago, 
saying he had decided to come 
home. 
, In the latest letter, 
Tenneson 


wrote that he would be "returning 
to prison or maybe execution." 


He said he could .stay in China 


and live, but be uphappy and "nev- 
er accomplish anything." 


"It isn't that I suddenly found 


put that this society is. so bad or 
that I really have been duped, 
Tenneson wrote. 


"It takes good 
people, 
strong 


people, people witbi;,&najrjon deter- 
mihatioh to work out what I "start- 
ed. I'm sorry 
to say 
I haven't 


got it. I thought I had but I find 
I haven't." 


Tenneson said he was coming 


home because "people will learn 
from it." 


Referring to his job Jn- a Chi- 


nese factory, he said: 


"I wish to give it up for a pos- 


sible firing squad in a couple of 
months. 
It might not take that 
long." 


Tenneson 
wrote 
his 
mother, 


"We both know that I must stand 
trial, either civil or military, al- 
though the charges cannot be oth- 
er than false. 


"I am set to fight the trial. I 


have no illusions of winning, but 
I only mean to expose 
certain 


things." 
; 


He did .not elaborate what these 
'certain things" were. 


Mrs. Howe said she was "puz- 


zled" 
by 
her 
son's 
trend 
of 


thoughts in the letters but 
still 


considers his decision "an answer 
to all our prayers." 


She 
said . he 
wrote 
that 
she 


should not hire a lawyer, that he 
s sure there are lawyers who will 
ake the case. 
Tenneson, one of 21 American 


prisoners of war who chose to re- 
main in Red China rather than 
accept repatriation, was captured 
n South Korea in 1951 when he 
vas 17 years old.

The Pennsylvania Democrat, in 


slashing criticism of. the President 
reminiscent of ex-President Tru- 
man's "give 'em hell" speeches, 
declared here last night that Dem- 
ocrats 
no longer 
will use

soft" approach to the President. 
"Even George Washington en- 


joyed no such protection in press 
and politics," Leader said. He is 
substituting for Mr. Truman 
in 


addresses here and at San Fran- 
cisco at $100-a-plate 
Democratic 


rallies. The 
71-year - old former 


president cancelled plans to speak 
here on orders of his doctor, who 
feared Mr. Truman's schedule was 
too heavy, 


"Skilled and seasoned politicans

Leader declared. 


The governor said he was con> 


vinced Mr. Eisenhower would be 
chosen by the .

directly with each other instead of 
as before through the ambassa-' 
dors of the Western Allies. 


This gives the Russians a 


chance to woo the West Germans 
away from their allies. If Aden- 
auer ignores the wooing, then his 
successor, when the old Chancellor 
dies or retires, may be more re- 
ceptive to. Russia. 


On Aug. 24, a month after re- 


turning from' Geneva, Eisenhower 
made a much stiffer speech than 
he delivered July 25. Without men- 
tioning Russia by name, he said 
Russia had to make a lot of con- 
cessions if it really wanted peace. 


Vice President Nixon 
followed 


this up with a speech along 
the 


same line, but even tougher: 
demand on the Russians to begin 
making concessions. The Russians 
carefully didn't criticize Eisenhow- 
er but they denounced Nixon. 


The Eisenhower 
administration 


may feel this sterner tone is nec- 
ecessary because 
it thinks 


American people are getting too 
optimistic about the 
chance 


peace. 


But it also prepares the public. 


for any flop in October when Sec- 
retary of State Dulles meets tha ' 
Russians in the first truly big test 
of the friendly spirit which Eisen- 
hower and the Russians exhibited 
at Geneva.
